The doughty Hero made a full and promifing Figure in 
the Title-Page, and undertook much; but, alas! like a 
wafted Crab, there was nothing found in this great Body — 
excepting my Letter difpers’d in Fragments here and there, 
and afterwards put together again at the Clofe of the Per- 
formance : Like a Crab too, he went retrogade to his Pur- 
pofe, and fully prov’d in the rugged Language of the 
Canaille, without regard to the fuppos’d Character, of 
either Peer, Fudge, or Prelate, he complimewes me with, 
what I had advanced, ‘* Of the innate and general Ani- 
‘* mofity and implacable Hatred fubfifting among his 
 Countrymen againft us of the South,” &c.

us ;—— whofe indigent Chiefs, by their fittle heretable 
Tyranny, nourifh Infurre€tions, and blyw up Difcontents 
into Rebellion, who fet up themfelves, their Power, and 
their wretched Slaves to Sale to the beit Bidder ; —- who 
play double with the Government, divide their Sons into 
different Interefts, fo as to be fecure either Way, and at 
the fame Time take Care the moft belov’d and beft quali- 
fy'd of them fhall be of the lawlefs Side. I fay, | 
little thought, while I was doing my Duty againl thefe 
Sons of I/achar and Defcendents of ‘Zacob, 1 was incuiring 
the Penaley of High Treafon! and ranning as faft one Way, 
,as they were in another, to the Gallows.

I thank this profound Lawyer for opening my Eyes, and 
fhewing the tumbling Block at the Door :~-But if 1 have 








trefpafs'd, I muft with the Punfler recommend it to a

was come upon Earth to deprecate, and, in Defence of his 
Country, maintain that it was a Violation of the Union to 
fpeak, write, or think againft any of the moit ancient 
Order of the Broad-Savord and Dirk. 

I pals over fome Frit/ings, who have appear’d again me 
in the Daily Papers, in Favour of the old High/and Caufe, 
and the Honour of Hereditary Tyranny. Indeed, | meant 
once to have over-look’d the Nothingne/s of thele Grubcans, 
had not my ingenious Eccho the 7//f/ harlequin'’d himfelf 
into another Form, in a late Pamphlet, entitled, 4 Amp/e 
Difquifition into the Nature of Regalities, &c. He under- 
takes, promifes, and fails, as much in this Piece of Per- 
formance as he did in his firft; only that he wifely fhifts 
his Cloaths, and, inftead of a High/and Plaid, puts on the 
cleanly Garb and Character of an Exg/if>man, and fo thews 
away in chafter Language, under the DireSlion of a more 
reputable Publifher. 

Forgetting however to have formerly call’d in the Union 
fo often to his Aid, he now attacks it, breaks thro’, cob- 
bles, and asnendsit, in the Downfal of Aeretable TJ urifdie- 
tions, at a!l Events, for ever and for aye ; but he retains his 
natural Propenfion to Fraud, and, inttead of an ample Di/- 
quifition, by which one might well expeét a thorough can- 
vafling of the Feudal Tenures, fo as to inftru& and enable 
the Reader to form fome Judgment upon the Nature of the 
Bill, now very landably under Confideration; he only 
gives you a few fuperficial Touches on that Head, within 
the narrow Compals of two or three Pages; All the reft of 
his Pamphlet is compos'd of no more than wild Projeéts, 
Hearfays, and ftale Devices, which have been worn out in 
the Converfation of our Coffeehoufe Politicians, pick'd 
up together, and aukwardly huddled by this Ear-gleaning 
Scribler, into the Price of One Shilling : Hoc facit pro nobis,

fa€tory Account of thefe Tenures: His Difcourte is, I 
think, much the beft that has appear'd on the Occafion, 
and may be well call’d the Difpafionate Examen and Ample 
Difquifition, &¢. which the other mocks in affumning.

Having thus given a familiar Sketch of the Charadter 
of the Inhabitants, hear how he further defcribes them and 
their Country :——** phere. the Highlands where nothing 
** appears about us but Defolation and Mifery, and a nume- 
‘* yous Body of Pcople living fo mean and pitifully, as is 
** hardly to be credited ; and purpofely kept fo much in

among thefe Tartariaa Clans, 1s contrary to the ‘Terms of 
the Union, Why {ure to caft but a wry Look oyer the 
Trveed will by and by be conttrued into a Breach of the 
Union: ‘Vhey have wik'd fo much of the Union, that | am 
quite furfeited with it, and could almoft with it had never 
been 5 or that my Lord Fixlater’s Motion for diflolving it in 
1713, had prevail’d, provided we could get back again the 
Confideration we gave for it, fince acheaper Way might be 
found out to deal with thefe reftlefs Sons of Pride and 
Rapine.

Engl Vugitives to refort there; and that there thall be 
a Law made, that the Place fhall be /aqw/e/s and free, {o 
that all fuch induftrious Perfons as fhall cheat their honeit 
Creditors, may not only find a nearer Refuge than France 
and Holland, but an Opportunity to improve to great Ad- 
vantage What they fteal away with them : So all ye Rogues, 
Smogglers, ‘Thieves, and Murderers, come all away with 
your Booty to the Highland Mint, to be protected againit 
the Law according to Law. 

Bat this ignorant Pamphleteer, who would authorize 
Contufion, Diforder, and Mifrule, by Law, defpairing of 
obtaining the Cosfent of the heretable Lords to part with 
their Regalities, fo as to eftablith bis Dea of Thieves, for 
reforming the untraCtable High/ander, throws off the Mafk 
at laft, and, in all the Strain of arbitrary Power, threatens 
thofe who, with their Anceftors, have been in Pofluilion of 
cheir Jurifdidtions for many Years, with a {crutinous In{pec- 
tion into their Titles, and a Refumption of them by the 
Crown, without any Compenfation. Surely this odd Way of 
Arguing deferves Notice, as it tends to drive the Inheritors 
— Clans into Defpair, create Difcontents, and foment a 
new Revellion : "Tis renewing the Days of Fefros and Quo 
Warrante Violences againft the Corporations; and at a 
‘Time too, when the Legiflature are deliberating upon an 

uitable and juit Confideration tobe given theie People, 
en this Incendiary would arbitrarily Arp of their juit 
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Rights and Privileges, and with a Spunge blot out their 
ancient Charters and Records of Title. 

Such Smatterers in Politics, obtruding their Ribaldry and 
Nonfenfe, under the double Face of farus, into public 
Affairs, caft an ill Imputation on the juiteft Meafures : "Tis 
hop'd therefore this Reprimand will filence fuch Imperti- 
nents for the future, fo as the Legiflature may not be inter- 
rupted tm the good Work they have in Hand, for promoting 
the Intereft of both Nations, in abolifhing Tyranny and 
Superitition, and civilizing a rude uncultivated People into 
the Ways of Peace and Plenty. I fhall take the Liberty to 
conclude, by obferving to certain Wrongheads beyond the 
Trveed, that this is not a Violation, but an Improvement 
of the Union ; and that Rebellion is a madifeft Breach of 
it, requiring the Attention of the Public, fo as to prevent 
the like for the future, in the Irruptions of a favage Race, 
who convening, like Hounds, at the Sound of a Horn, 
pour down at the Heelsof their beretab/e Hunt{man, from 
their ethiopian Wildneffes, to ravage the fruitful Scenes of 
Gyben, whenever they are difpos'd to be, either very angry 
or very hungry.
